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Mid-Week in 


Current Week’s Production Zooms to 67,185 Units for a New High 
Since Late August; 307,814 Car Sales in August Set a Post-1929 
Record for Month; 60,401 Truck Sales Smash August Marks 


On the crest of heaviest operations 
since late August, production of cars 
and trucks in the United States and 
Canada will zoom to 67,185 units the 
current week, ending Oct. 9, according 
to ADN estimates. The figure is almost double last 
week’s revised total of 35,493 units and compares with 
34,027 jobs turned out in the same week a year ago. 

With this week’s output, the 1937 production of cars 
and trucks to date goes over the 4,000,000 mark for the 
first time, the total being 4,115,986 units. With almost 
three months to go in 1937, it seems quite probable that 
the prediction of over 5,000,000 vehicles, made by ADN at 
the start of 1937, should be attained without too much 
difficulty, barring, of course, unseen troubles from 
now on.

of Chevrolet plants, along with greatly increased opera- | 


tions in Chrysler divisions and among independent pro- 
ducers. With Ford operations on 1938 models expected to 
get started late next week, it is quite likely week by 
week output will show a gradual rise from now on until 
normal operations are reached around show time. 


With operations being pushed in all divisions, the 
General Motors group approaches more active production 
the current week and should turn out around 31,675 jobs, 
according to ADN figures. Chevrolet, which returned to 
the active fold this week after a couple of weeks of in- 
ventory, figures to complete around 15,000 cars and 
trucks the current week. Buick, which turned out 5,34 
units last week, steps operations up to 5,875 this week; 
Pontiac has 5,500 units carded; Oldsmobile around 4,400, 
and Cadillac-LaSalle about 900. The GM total compares 
with 14,798 units in the previous week and only 6,800 in 
the corresponding week of last year. 


Led by Plymouth, which figures to run off about 8,000 
cars and trucks this week as operations are speeded, the 
Chrysler group should assemble about 16,500 units the 
current week, according to ADN figures, which compares 
with 8,500 last week and 15,900 in the same week of 1936. 
Dodge expects to do about 5,000 units this week, while 
Chrysler likely will complete about 2,500 and De Soto 
around 2,000 units. 

With Ford still down, the Lincoln division continues on 
new models. Operations are gradually being stepped up, 
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the Industry 


and the division should assemble about 110 jobs this 
week, with a possibility that the final may be higher. Of | 
this total, about 10 will be the big Lincolns and around | 
90 Lincoln-Zephyrs. 

A total of 3,600 units are scheduled by Hudson-Terra- 
plane for this week, giving this company leadership in | 
the independent field. Studebaker is second in line, with | 
2600 cars and trucks carded. Packard figures to turn | 
out around 2,200 cars this week, while Nash-LaFayette 
has about 2,000 scheduled and Willys around 2,500 units. | 
The miscellaneous group should account for about 5,000 | 
units the current week, according to ADN estimates.

No announcement has been made on the 
progress, if any, being made at the conferences and it is 
expected that considerable time will be required before the 
points are worked out to the satisfaction of both parties. 


While the GM-UAW parleys continued, the Chrysler- 
UAW conferences, begun some time ago, remained re- | 
cessed this week with the possibility they may be re-| 
sumed next week. The meetings are being held to con- 
sider the union’s grievances, which include the speed with 
which production lines are to operate. 

Meantime, at the American Federation of Labor’s na- 
tional conclave in Denver, President William Green 
sounded a call to battle against the CIO, and branded the 
rival union as the nucleus for a political organization 
designed to make Chief John L. Lewis president of the 
United States. Viewing the UAW as weakened by recent 
rumblings among its leaders, AFL delegates were ponder- 
ing a move to build up its representation in the automo- 
tive, steel and tire industries. 

As part of its drive against the CIO, the AFL decided 
at its conclave to seek means of curbing the National 
Labor Relations Board’s powers, because of the NLRB’s

“CIO bias.” Green already has charged the board with ex- 
ceeding its authority in trying to settle jurisdictional dis- 
putes between CIO and AFL unions. Green said the con- 
clave would determine action to be taken to assure “con- 
scientious and impartial administration of the Labor Re- 
lations Act.” 


Meanwhile, a petition asking an election to determine 
the sole bargaining agency for Ford workers in the Rouge 
plant has been filed with the NLRB by the Ford Brother- 
hood of America, The petition declares the Brotherhood 
represents 20,109 of the 80,000 hourly employes at the 
Rouge plant and that it is the authorized labor represen- 
tative of more than a majority of the production workers. 
The petition is expected to be acted upon soon, with the 
possibility the NLRB may call an election in the Ford 
plant within a few weeks.

Expansion Set 

Montreal. — Approximately $4,- 
000,000 is being spent by the 
Chrysler Corp. on new manufac- 
turing units in Windsor, Ont., ac- 
cording to John C. McGuire, sales 
manager for Canada. Principal 
unit under construction is a new 
motor plant to supply motors both 
for Canada and for export. Ex- 
pansion, McGuire states, is based 
on improved Canadian business 
outlook. 


Operations Decline 

New York.—Operations in the 
steel industry for the current 
week are off 8.3 points to 66.1 per 
cent of capacity, compared with 
74.4 per cent last week, 716 a 
month ago and 75.3 a year ago, 
the American Iron & Steel Insti- 
tute estimates. The drop carried 
steel operations to the lowest 
point since April, 1936. 


Chrysler Previews 

Detroit. — Dealers, distributors 
and salesmen in a majority of the 
36 key cities got their first 
glimpse Tuesday of the 1938 
Chrysler models. The meetings, 
seattered throughout the country, 
are part of a series of one-day 
sessions which will run until Oct. 


12. To insure uniformity in the 
various cities, sound films are 
being used to describe the new 
cars, along with actual models. 


Foreign Prospects 

New York.— Prospects for an 
increased foreign market for 
American-built cars are bright, 
according to George F. Bauer, ex- 
port manager of the Automobile 
Manufacturers’ Assn., who has 
completed a four-month inspec- 
tion trip in Europe. Highway 
travel is increasing rapidly in 
Europe, Bauer declares. He 
branded foreign trade clearing 
agreements, whereby exchange 
money available to creditor and 
debtor nations is under govern- 
ment control, as a “straight- 
jacket” to expansion of world 
commerce,

The 240x 
450 feet building, which is ex- 
pected to provide work for 300 
men when finished, is scheduled 
for completion early in January. 


Consider Appeal 

Washington. — Major tire com- 
panies, accused last week by .Sec- 
retary Morgenthau of “collusion” 
in submitting identical bids on 
tires and tubes to the govern- 
ment, are considering an appeal 
to the courts to prevent Morgen- 
thau from awarding the contract 
to Sears, Roebuck & Co. without 
competitive bidding. The latter 
company had not entered a bid. 
The tire companies may seek to 
enjoin Morgenthau, charging there 
was no evidence of collusion, that 
he has no authority to award con- 
tracts except as the result of com- 
petitive bidding.

Including an estimated 7,400 units for 
August Car Wisconsin (publication of this state’s of- 
Sales Hit ficial registrations is banned by a recent 
307,814 law), August passenger car sales totaled 
307,814 units for a new post-1929 high, 
final figures reveal. The total exceeds August of last 
year, when 262,912 registrations were recorded, by ap- 
proximately 17 per cent and is about 70,000 units under 
the record (1929) figure of 376,886. This August’s total is 
also within a few thousand units of the second ranking 
August in the industry’s history; namely, August of 1928, 
when 329,674 sales were recorded in the United States. 
This August’s figure compares with ADN’s previous 
estimate of approximately 300,000 sales for the month. 
It represents a seasonal decline of about 15 per cent 
from the 366,031 units sold during July (including an 
estimated 8,500 for Wisconsin). The R. L. Polk & Co. 
official figures released this week show a total of 300,414 
car sales in 47 states and the District of Columbia. With 
ADN’s estimate of 7,400 units for Wisconsin, the total is 
raised to 307,814.
